THE CARLISLE BILL DEi^EATED. 



The Third Attompt of the Adinlnlstratloa 
at This 7«esi>iuii to Mpriire LegislMtion 
Looking loihe itelief of the Treasury 
railed In tho Hoose -Condition of the 
Treasury. 

Wahhinotox, Fgb. !.'>.- The third at- 
tempt of the administration .it this ses 
sion to sei'ure legislation looking to the 
relief of the treasury failed in the hoasf 
yesterday. Fii-st. the Carlisle bill for 
the reform of the curriiucy system went 
down: ni'Xt. the bill for the is«ine of 
|.'i()(),onii.o<)o of gold l»euds, aud the re- 
tirement of the leg;d tenders recom- 
mended in the president's sjx'cial mes- 
sage, was defeated lust Thm-sday by 
a majority of 37, and yesterday the 
house, by a luajority even larger (47). 
refused to order to a third reaidiug the 
resolution by which it was proposed to 
authorize the issue of |65,000,000 of 8 
per cent gold l>ouds to .substitute for the 
4 per cent 80-^sar coin bonds, sold hf 
Btn-retary (Jarlisle under the oontraot 
with the Rothscldld-Morgan syndicate. 

The action of the house yesterday waa 
the culmination of the exciting events 
which have occurred siuoe the presidunt 
sent his special message to congress, 
which resulted in the report from the 
wajs and means committee of the reso- 
Inoon to authorise the inue of the gold 
bonds. A speidal order was brought in 
as soon as tint hoiue met in the morn- 
ing, to bring the resolution to a vote at 
6 o'eloclc at night. The debate npou 
the resolution, which lasted over five 
hours, was uf an interesting, and at 
times, inflammable character. 

The galleries were packed, and there 
was much confusion on the floor, but 
the interest uentered in the coui-ho 
which the Repnbliciiu.s would pursue, 
it being com eded that tlie fat,." of the 
re.soluiioii relied with tin ni. There 
was niiieli maneuvering among their 
leadcr^, The K; )jai>iie,ms \se.si of tin;

His plan was I I allow the resolurioii to 
go lo a I'u'd re id ii^, and then move to 
recomniii it. wiili iiistrui tions to i")K>rt 
ba(;k a bill similar to tlutt which he 
ott'ereil iin ,1 Milistifute for the gold bond 
bill hist Week, iirovidiiig for:! per cent 
com lionils. J'or a time ;; seemed [wssi- 
hle that tills arrangi'iin iit woi.id be 
agieed to, but after a sti:'riiig speecli of 
Air. Hepburn of Iowa, tile niiddhs and 
westi'rn II. pulilii ans broke away, de- 
t«!rmiiied lo dt'.eat the third reading of 
the resolution, h'st by some chance it 
miglit carry if it pa.s-ed this parlia- 
mentary stage. The cs'i iii Ui'public- 
aus then decided to siippi'i t ii. 

The si>eeclics of Mr, Wilson, Mr. 
Reed, 3lr. Uopkins and Mr. Bryan were 
the feature of the debate. 

Analysis of the vote shows that 89 
DemiN'ratM aud -''1 Kepiiblicans. in 
jdl, voted in favor of the resolution, and 
88 Democrats, &4 Republicans and 7 
Populists. 107 in all, against. 

S,>nate rroceedlngS. 

Wasiumito.v, Fob. 15.— The .senate 
voted yesterday to make no changes in 
the pn^sent railway mail system. The 
subject has Ix en the chief point of con- 
tention uf tho postufllce appropriation 
bUl. The hill, ua reported, gave to the 
postmaster general complete discretion 
in expending 13,400,000 for postal cars, 
and cut oti' the present fast mail line 
from north to south. 

Proposed changes have created a live- 
It disonssion lasting several days, as 
they embraced a complete revolution in 
the present system. All of the amend- 
ments were defeated, however, hy de- 
oiaiTe votes. By similar votes, the sen- 
ate sustained the present fast mail line 
from New Englana to the south. After 
a sharp debate the senate declined to ex- 
tend tne uolicy for subsidising fast mail 
Unes. The poetofflce appropnalion bill 
was not passed up to the time of ad- 
journment. During the day the senate 
received the lengthy letter of Secretary 
Carlisle conveying the informatien as to 
the condition of the treasury in response 
to a senate reso lution.

Chief Justice Qroesbeck, of the 8u- 

preme Court of Wyotniiifr, in speaking 
of the effect of women sutTrage in that 
Sute, says: "It has been weighed and 
not found wanting. It has tended to 
.secure liood nouiinalions for public of- 
lices. The women, as a class, will not 
knowingly vote for incompetent, im- 
moral or inefficient canili<iatei<. It has 
tended to make women !>eli-icli;nit and 
independent, and to turn their attention 
to the study of th» science of Qovern- 
tu -nt, an education tluit is needed by 
the mothers of the race. It has made 
our elections quiet and orderly. No 
rnden«»Hs, brawling <jr di.'ioriler woulil be 
tolerated at the polling booth. There 
is no more difficulty or indelicacy in 
ilcpo.-itiiiK the ballot in the nrn than 
1 1 Popping a letter in the piistollice. It 
has not marred domestic harmony. 
Ilucband and wife frequently vote op- 
jO'ing tickets without disturbing the 
peace of home. Divorcee are not re fre- 
quent here as in other communities, 
even taking into consideration our small 
population. It has not resulted in un- 
sexing women. They have not been of- 
tice-seekers. 

" Women are generallj' selecteil as 
county superintendents of school, offices 
for which they seem to be partlSblarly 
adapted, htit they have not been appli- 
cants for positions. Equal suffrage 
brings together at the ballot-box the en- 
litihtened common sense of .\merican 
womanhood. liotli these elements gov- 
ern a well-regulate<l household, and both 
should control the political destinies of 
the en'iro human family. Particularly 
do we need in this new commonwealth 
the home influence at the primaries and 
at the polls. We believe with Emerson 
that if all the vices are represented in 
our politics some of the virtues should 
he."
